The Peace of Europe. 

'Xuo Napoleonic manifesto of tho 
17th of Soptombor affords ground for 
bolioving that if tho poaco of Europe 
doponds upon tho dosiro of Franco to 
dostroy it, it will livo as long as Napo- 
leon himself; mid tho rotiromont from 
tho Frenoh Ministry of Drouyn do 
L'liuys — who is known to havo 
favored un armod intervention in 
favor of Austria— would appoar to 
furnish additional assuranoo of the 
pacific intontions of Franco, and an 
earnest dosiro of Napoleon to pass tho 
romainindor ot an ovoutful caroor 
in peace and harmony with " all tho 
world and the rest of mankind." What- 
ever may have boon, at ono tiuio, tho 
character of the negotiations betwoen 
Franco and Prussia with regard to tho 
cession ot tho lihonish Provinces, it is 
certain that tho refusal of Bismarck 
to yiold an inch ol Gorman territory, 
coinplotoly changed tho attitudo of tho 
Frenoh Government towards its Gori 
man neighbor, and drew forth tho 
manifesto to which wo allude. No 
ono can doubt that tho Prussian Gov^ 
eminent will continue its efforts tr> 
wards Gormau unity with or without 
tho consont of France ; and ovon at 
this distanco from tho soat of tho late 
war, no one can help observing that 
Franco now occupios quite a sooouth 
rato position in tho sottloniont of tho 
affairs of continental Europe A cam- 
paign of ton days' duration not only 
changed tho map, but placed Prussia in 
tho foremost rank of tho continental 
powors. Should Franco, at any timo, 
sook to interfere in tho work of unity 
now going forward, sho would bo sure 
to bring on a foarful struggle that 
might ond in her own discomfiture 
II, howevor, sho should not attempt 
to stay the proposed politioal changes, 
tho Gormans will soon onjoy tho samo 
national unity that has boon perfected 
in England, liussia, Franco, and othor 
countrios. Tho samo is tho case with 
Italy. Franco cannot, much longor, 
without risking a gonoral war, con> 
tinuo nor intorforonce in Italian affairs, 
while tho withdrawal of the French 
Protectorate from tho Popo will settle 
tho complications in a month, and give 
Europo a more solid guarantoo of 
poaco than can bo extractod from tho 
professions contained in tho manifesto. 
Napoloon's hoalth is said to bo faiU 
ing ; and ii is thoroforo highly prohs 
ablo that ho is moro anxious to secure 
a continuanco of his dynasty than to 
risk uncertain wars, tho termination 
of which ho may not livo to soo ; and 
whilo at ti moro favorable juncturo of 
circumstancos bo could hardly resist 
tho temptation to risk a war ior tho 
rectification of tho French frontier, 
thero aro many roaBons for bclioving 
that his present professions of peaco- 
ablo designs aro sincoro. 



Letter from "Tom Brown ot Oxford." 

Mr Hughes, M. P. ami author of Tom 
Brown at Oxford, has boon enga;r,ud us the 
"own correspondent" ol tho New York Tri- 
bune in England. From among his rocent 
opiatlos wo select tho following : 

London, Sept. 10, 18GG. 
Tho arrival in England of Gov Eyre, is 
creating a good deal of uxcitemeut ; indeed, 
I should not wonder if tho fight ovur him and 
his doings, which is almost sura to take 
place now, were lo stir Home of the depths 
ol political nud social life among us winch 
lmvu not boon moved this many a year. 
Your readers have seen that on his landing 
ut Southampton he was wolconiod at u pub. 
lie dinner by several Tory Lords and muni- 
cipal ftUthoritiuB, and— alas that ono should 
havo to writo it— by Charles Kingsley. Tho 
demonstration was not otherwise than fee- 
ble, in a political sense, as no member ol tho 
Houhu which is directly lesponsiblo to con- 
stituents was present. Hut other receptions 
are now being talked of in dilferent parte ol 
tho kingdom, und a committee of noblemon 
and gentlemen has been formed to ruise an 
"Eyre Defence Fund." It is curious how 
this tost ol the treotment ol inferior races 
divides men in our time moro keenly and 
subtly than any other. 1 never now can 
really depend on an Englishman's politioal 
faith until 1 know how he fell about your 
rebellion, or how ho is feeling about this 
outbreak ol ours in Jamaica. Wo may have 
talked and prolossod liberalism from his 
youth up, and honestly, too, but if ho wen; 
wrong live years ago, in favor of the liiHt new 
nineteenth century power, with sluvory for 
its corner stone, or it ho is now shouting and 
Biibsribing for Eyre, all his talk and profess* 
ions aro but ns a sounding brass und a link^ 
ling symbol. 1 havo no doubt, from all I 
gather from your journals, and from my 
American friends, that it is just the same with 
you. It is only truo libornls, thoeo in whom 
the faith, that all men uro born free and 
equal, goes down deeper than tboir dinner, 
who can stand tho notion oi absolute equality 
boforo tbo law for all colors, oither with 
you or us, und, to my mind, nono othorn do- 
serve the name. Wo shall noo how tho hosts 
muster hh regards present strength in your 
Fall elections, and in our Kyro and anti- 
Eyro demonstrations. 

The foremost men on tho wrong side with 
us, us yet nro Oallyle, Ruskin, und Kingsley. 
Our people aro calling them renegades, but 
this is not fair. Tuo only one to whom tho 
name can with even ;>riM<i facie fuirness be 
given, is Kingsley. Ourlylo has boon a 
power woronipper, and u despiser of free- 
dom any timo this 25 years. Revoronoe 
him as onu does, and must, thero is no deny* 
ing this. Ruskin has boon tho captive ol 
Cnilste'fl bow und spear for tho lout 10 years, 



or nearly that. Ho is intensely clear, keen, 
and narrow; can never seo moro than one 
sido, and is us bigoted a hero worshipper, 
both in tbo goad and ovil sense, as his groat 
master. He is fond now of saying " 1 am a 
King's man, not a mob's man," including 
tyrant in his term king, und people in his 
term mob. But Charles Kingsley had far 
moro real popular sympathy in hitu at ono 
timo. I remember noarly twenty years ago, 
ut one ol a serio3 of meetings of the loadors 
of our Loudon workingmen, called by Mr 
Maurice and a lot of young lawyers ami 
parsons who were working with him, Kings- 
ley making a snoeoh i::i which iio declared 
himself u Chartist, and gave his reasons, 
carrying the whole mooting onthuiastically 
with him. Three or four years later again, 
at tho timo of tho first great exhibition, 1 re- 
member him preaohlng his celebrated sermon 
on Freedom, equality and brotherhood, in n 
London pulpit, lo which ho had baeu speci- 
ally invited by the incumbent, who iobb up 
in tho reading desk, scared, and made a pro* 
test against tho doctrine and tho preacher, 
tho moment ho had (iuishod. Aliorward he 
was ono of tho chief loaders among tho Chris- 
tian Socialists, and wrote constantly in their 
paper, and a sorics of tracts under tho twin 
dc plume of Parson Lot. One of his tracts 
in 'this series, called Choap Clothes and 
Nasty, hud a considerable reputation at the 
time, und deserved it. His early books, too, 
The Saint's Tragedy, Yeast and Alton Locke, 
hud tho truo liberal ring in them. But, for 
all that, those who knew him best always 
said that his sympathies wero at tho bottom 
strongly aristocratic, and so it has proved. 
He was bred in a school where deference to 
moro rank was part of the creed. Moreover, 
his brother Henry, who was out in Austrnliu 
during 1 , Eyre's exploring trips, camo home a 
great admirer of tho ox-Governor, ond in- 
uoculated iiis big brother before tho Jamai- 
ca riots occurred — lastly, the Kingsley family 
owned West India property, und wero great 
losers by tho emancipation. Taking this nil 
into consideration, I think ono may regret 
very much tbo prominent part which ho has 
thought fit to lake in this matter, without 
quoting Browning's "Lost Leader" against 
him, or ceasing lo respect aud feel kindly 
toward o man who has done yeoman's service 
for tho right at ono timo in bis life. 

On i he other sido the loading names on the 
Jamaica Committee are J. S. Mill, J. Bright 
and Goldwiu Smith. Tho Buxtons have left 
the committee, thereby of course damaging 
it seriously, but themselves, I think, muoh 
moro, on tho ground that outrageously illegal 
and unrighteous as thoy doom Governor 
Eyre's conduct to havo been, thoy caouot 
seo their way to putting him on his trial at 
homo. A rich though not numerous section 
cl tho old anti-Slavery party horo, has fol- 
lowed them, nnd it scums possible Hint tboir 
defection may make it impossible to raiso tho 
funds necessary lo try Eyre for the illegal 
execution of Cordon. I cannct, however, 
myself doubt that thoy will be forthcoming. 
Meantime the pross horo is strongly depre- 
cating tbo trial. There is in fact scarcely a 
paper except 1'lie Star, which has come out 
for putting the thing through. Even journals 
which were uniformly od the right sido dur- 
ing your civil v;ar, aro giving an uncertain 
note, putting tho case on a wrong issue, and 
villlying the Jamaica. Committee. Tho Pall 
Mall Gazette, for instance, which is generally 
sound on legal questions, has said that the 
nation will not allow " tho burden o( proof to 
lio on a British Governor ; that iu taking 
measures for tho publio safety ho buB not 
been actuated by malico, or by any feeling 
which the English law will conslrue as 
malico." Now tho question of malico, 
on which it is thus attempted to ride, 
has no bearing on the point at is- 
sue. Our law is so clear on this part of 
tho caso that I doubt whether any lawyer of 
character and standing would arguo it. The 
last time that it was seriously argued was at 
the beginning of tho century by Mr Dallas, 
ufterward Lord Chief Justico in Gen. Picton's 
ease, who wa3 tried for signing an order for 
tho torture of a oolored girl in Trinidad, 
which had been recently taken from Spain, 
and of which ho was Governor. Ho urged 
again and again that there was no evidence 
to prove the most remote suspicion of malice, 
and again and again Lord Elleoborough, tho 
judge who was trying tho caso, interrupted 
him with, you cannot go into thin, Mr Dallas. 
The aet, if unlawful, is presumed by our law 
to be malicious. Tho argument you aro now 
stating would be of tho highest importance 
ii urged in mitigation of punishment, bnt to 
the question of guilty or not guilty it is 
wholly irrelevant — (State Trials, vol, 30, pp. 
483-9.) Tbe Jamaica Committee contend 
that the only issue is whether the 3eizuro of 
Cordon in a district where tho civil law was 
in lorco, and his transfer to n district under 
martial law, was not un illegal uot. If illegal, 
the higher the position of the offender tho 
more needful is it that tho Executive Govi 
ernmont hero should not bo nbla to screen 
him by relusing to proceed against him. The 
matter is very t erious, ond I cannot but hope 
that the Jamaica Committee will be success- 
ful. 

Tho Reform movement gathers weight and 
strength daily, Livorpool und Manchester 
are following the example of Birmingham, 
aud there will be monster meetings at each 
or these places in the course of tho month. 
The league is very indignant at tho rofusal of 
Chief-Justice Cockburn to re-appoint Mr 
Bualea, their president, revising barrister lor 
.Middlesex. The reason given by tho Chief- 
Justice is that, however impartial Mr Healos 
may be iu bis judicial capacity, it is not to 
bo supposed that the Conservative party will 
bolieve him to be so, and that it is therefore 
out ot tho question that be should bo tbo 
person by whom the lists of votors iu the 
metropolitan districts shall bo settled, One 
is very sorry that ho good a mau as Mr 
lieales should suffer, but it is clear that the 
Chief-Justice could do no otherwise. Il 
would never havo dono to keep tlio loader 
ol a very serious political agitation in such a 
position. Your readers probably novor heard 
ol Mr Ueales till within tho last few months, 
nor, indeed, wus ho at all knowu hero. He 
is a Chancery barrister of some 3.0 years 
standing, so that be can scarcely bo less than 
60. 1 have seen him going about his busi- 
cess}very quietly in the Lincolnshire Courts, 
us long as 1 can remember, and I don't think 
livo men at the bar with whom he was daily 
associating bad any idea of the Btrongth of 
his political faith. Indeed, 1 doubt whether 
he himself was conscious of it, It is in a 
different sphere, much like the caso of one of 
tho old prophets, mastered by the impulso to 
go forth to tho people, and he may say with 
Amos, I wus neither n prophet nor tho son of 
u prophet, but a shepherd and a gathoror of 
sycamore fruit, when tho Lord took mo and 
said, go prophecy to my people Israel. 
However, without pressing tho comparison 
or at all comparing tho work of Mr Boalos 
to that of Amos, it seems to be moro and 
more clear that ho and tho Roform League 
will have settled the fate of Lord Derby's 
Government bolore the Winter. 

Roebnck baa just recovered from tho illness 
which kept him out ol the Houso during the 
last hall ol the session, and has signalized his 
recovery by ono of his acrid, mischievous 
speeches, at Sheffield. Ho attacks Lord 
Russell and Mr Gladstone most unfairly, 
accusing the latter of attempting to cajole 
and bully tbo Houso of Commons, and 
strings together a lot of studid platitudes 
against the Reform bill, which wero slain 
again and again in tho debates. He looks 
furwnrd to the amalgamation of the two great 
parlies of Liberals aud Conservatives, and 
tho formation ot a joint government of groat 
Strength. Without expressly saying en, hu 
gives us to understand that a small rump of 
Radicals arc to bu loft out, including, 1 pro- 
sumo, Mr Gludstono. In fact, ho is lor play- 
ing much the samo game as your Copper- 
heads, Democrats and Southerners have been 
about in the Philadelphia wigwam, and mis- 
calculates, J believe, tho Blrongth of tho 



Radical tump horo, at which he sneers as 
muoh as Raymond and tho rest do at that of 
tho truo Republican party. Wo shall see. 

Tho cholera bus all but disappeared, and 
has loft our scientific men moro nnd moro 
confident that water is at tho root of tbo 
mischief. I only hope it may hasten a liltlo 
tho adoption of ono or other of tho planB 
for supplying London, of which tho Cumber- 
land lakes Buherao Bcoms to bo just now tho 
most popular. 

Wo are having a terrible Autumn — nolhing 
liko it since 1852, the drenching year ol tho 
Groat Exhibition, when our oabmcn began 
to think Millennium was bona fide sot in. 
The hurvest, I fear both here nud in Ireland, 
will bo greatly damaged. Tho only consola 
tion is that it will make Reform ond tho 
downfall ol tho Tories (though 50 Roobucks 
woro ready to back them) tho Buret and 
speedier.

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 



Europe. 

New Youk, Nov. 18. — Steamer City of 
Boston arrived with Liverpool dates to 7th. 
Tho Star soys it is rumored that Govern- 
ment is arranging a brilliaut plan for bufiiing 
members at the coming session of Parlia- 
ment, by the introduction of Borne sort of re- 
form bill to bo laid on the table during tho 
lollowing sessson. 

A Berlin correspondent says elections for 
Deputies to tho Tyrol Diot have all roaulted 
in the ro>urn of members favorable to tbe 
reign of Tyrol with Italy, and theso deputies 
have all declared their intentions not to sit in 
the Tyrol Diot. Tho negotiations for tho ap- 
pointment ot tho Pontificial debt were still 
in progress at Paris. Negotiations lor tho 
treaty of commerco which have boon opened, 
will shortly bo continued at Vieuno. 

Tho London Times says tho goueral result 
of tho late experimental cruise ot tho British 
iron olads is satisfactory. Tho Synadion suc- 
cessfully dop'. the sea for a month dining tho 
autumnal eqninnx. Disasters by lato iiiuntluv 
tion will require twelve million francs lo re- 
pair injuries to public works alone. 

By Cable krom Manchester, Nov. 20 — 
A continued aud very severe doprossion is 
still tho ruling feuiuro ol ibis market, and 
orders previously telegraphed to tho United 
States for tbo ptrchuso of cotton havo beea 
wholly withdrawn. 

Paris, Nov. 20— It is said that Moustier' 
tbe French Minister of Foreign Aflairs, is 
preparing notes on tho Mexican question 
which will bo conciliatory to tho United 
Slates, and wilf not object to recognition of 
the Juarez Government. 

Preparations for the ovacualion of Rome 
by tho French troops, will bo finally com- 
pleted on the 1st of Decembor. 

New York, Nov. 12— Tho Herald's foreign 
correspondent says citizens of Florenco ore 
certain Italy will have Rome, and that the 
ond of the temporal power of the Popo is 
just. Il is alleged that Napoleon is already 
eugagee in an action of inlrigus for tho an- 
nexat on of Sardinia at homo. Italy is not 
Iree ol danger, however, as tho financial con- 
dition of tho country is not healthy. 

New York, Nov. 13 — A Berlin letter, 
dated Oct. 28th, suys tho Pope has been in> 
formed by Napoleon that France will uphold 
his temporal power, and ro>.occupy Romo in 
case ol rebellion or invasion. 

New Yonx, Nov. 21— By mail, wo learn 
that Russia has formally annexed tho ter- 
ritory of Jiaskond, in Central Asia. 

London, Nov 12 — Vaguo rumors ore afloat 
that Maximilian bus been offered tho crown 
of Holland under certain reslric ionB. 

The Popo has concluded to resida in Malta 
if forced to quit Romo. 

Tho rebel bondholders arc about to bring 
their claims to tho notico of the British Gov- 
ernment ns a aet oil against tho Alabama 
olaims. 

It is reported that when tho French troops 
evueuatu Hume tho Romans will immediately 
vote in favor of annexation. 

Only four votes wero received in all Vfine» 
tia against annexation. 

Prussia has purchased tho American mon- 
itor Dundanberg for $l,b00,000. 

John Bright in Lublin mude a speech con- 
tending lhal tho burdens of the established 
church should be removed aud the lund mon- 
opoly be broken up. 

An Imperial munilosto orders the Russian 
military and naval lorcus to bo raised to tho 
lull Blrongth by recruiting throughout tho 
whole ompiro, and taking lour from ovory 
one hundred of tho population. 

Advices Irom Brazil says Lopez, on tho 
part of Paraguay, made a proposal for peaco, 
which was rejected. 

Canada. 

Gold di soovories havo been made at 
Madoo. Supposed to bo rich. Many speci- 
mens havo been brought into Bollovillo. 

Toronto, Nov. 19 — Ou Saturday night, 
thirty-nine Fenian prisoners confiood in tho 
old Jail wero roloasod, and sent by special 
train to Suspension bridgo, each with a fivo 
dollar greenback in his pocket. Tbo dis- 
charge was conducted with great secrecy, 
the prisoners being informed of it only onu 
hour bolore departure. 

Eastern States. 

New York, 18 — The Herald says thoro is 
a lull understanding between tho President 
and Chief Justico Chaso, and slates that tho 
President will make concessions to Congress, 
including no further remuvals Irom olbco ou 
account ol political opinion. 

New York, 22 — A number of Congress- 
men who latoly conversed with President 
Johnson say be bus no idea of abandoning 
his present policy, and his lato enemies keep 
him more determined in his old policy. 

It is rumored that 'ho President will issuo 
a universal umnesty proclamation, including 
Joll. Davis. 

Mexico. 

Vera Cruz, November 1 — Maximilian hoi 
not sailed, nor is it lidely ho will sail soon, as 
the French would not allow him to loavo 
until ho signs a formal act of abdication, A 
liltlo indiscretion of tho commrndur of the 
Austrian Iriguto wus the cause of this. When 
Maximilian lelt Mexico, Gen. Bazaine tho't 
he was going to Orizubu on an excursion. 
Y'oalerday the commauder of tho friguto re- 
ceived u despatch from Max. ordering him 
to have his frigate ready as ho would sail at 
once on reaching Vera Cruz. 

Tho Austrian eommandor called on tho 
French commander to tuko leave of him, and 
showed tlio despatch. Tho French commander 
at once sent word to Gen. Uazaiuo, who tula- 
graphed not to let Max. osoapo, and Bout him 
word that he should not leave unless ho would 
lormully abdicate 

The reuson of this conduct is that Bhould 
Maximilian leave without formally abdicat- 
ing, tho position of the French would bo 
diliieult aud ridiculous, whilo if ho abdicates 
In their layer, thoy will bo reliovod from their 
engagements towards him. It is said Maxi- 
milian will bo obligod to rjiuru to Mexico 
anil submit to Bazaine's tonus.
